THE JD8AT11 OF 
COJff'AX. 


The Hon. Schuyler Coltax. ex-vice 


president of the Unitod States, died in 
tho railway depot at Mankato, Minnesotai 
on Tuesday forenoon. He bad arrivedat 
Mfinkato oyer the Chicago, Milwaukee, 
and St Paul railway, and walked oror lo 
the Omaha depot about three-fourths of 
ft milo. Tho tlio. momoU-r *,YUB uboul -QOi. 
degrees below zero, and it is supposed 
that the extreme cold which hn suffered 
in walking and the sudden change to 
great heat in the depot, caused the stop- 
page of the flow of blood to tho heart, 
which produced instant death. 


This sad news will create a profound 


impression in all parts of the Union. Mr. 
Culfax wns one of the most conspicuous 
public 
men 
in 
this 
country. 


He 
began 
his 
young 
manhood 


dsys in Indiana without special advan- 
tages. He read law fora time, but even! 
ually embarked in tho newspaper busi 
ness which engaged his attention until 
his election to. congress in 1S54. He 
served in congress fourteen years, ant 
was speaker six years, and ranked witb 
Clay and Blame in his ability as a par 
liamentarian and a presiding officer. In 
1SCS ho was elected vice president on the 
Grant ticket, and serving his term closed 
his career as a public officer. Since he 
was vice president he had been frequent 
ly urged by his friends to re-enter pub 
lie life, but ho was firm in his purpose 
never to engage in politics again, anc 
since 1875 most of bis time had been de- 
voted to lecturing m which he was sin- 
gularly successful. 


One of the secrets of Schuylor Colf»i'e 


success in life should bo understood bj 
every young man ii this country. He 
was a man of remarkable energy, but not 
only that, his persistent effort to accom- 
plish whatever be undertook was a per- 
sistency of .the Napoleonic order, except 
that it was tinctured with more wisdom. 
To Sohuyler Colfax there was no such 
word as fail, when it WBS possible C:>r him 
to succeed. Very early in life he showed 
these traits oJ oharacter, and these carried 
him to tho second political position in 
this country. During the groat struggle 
over tho Kansas question in the bouse of 
representatives in 185G, wnon slavery was 
waging an unrelenting war against hu- 
man 
liberty 
and 
throwing 
its 


insults 
at 
freedom, 
Mr. 
Colfax 


was 
in 
tha 
house, and only 
33 


years old, but on that rrernorable ocoas 
ion he made one of the most eloquent 
and remarkable speeches against slavery 
tbat was over heard on tho floor of con- 
gress. It struck tho house wiih eton- 
ishment, trad created a sensation in the 
semte and <?id very much to strengthen 
the heart of Charles Snmner. 


Mr. Uolfax was 62 years of age, and 


seemed to bo in vigorous health, and had 
it not been for the over-exertion in the 
bitter cold on Tuesday, his liffi would 
probably tave boon prolonged many 
years. But bow sudden and peaceful his 
death 1 He quietly took off" his overcoat 
while in the depot, took a seat, and in an 
instant was gone to another life!

In ISiiii 
ho supported Mr. Fremont for provident, 
mid during tho canvass a speech m:u!o by 
him in congress on the extension of slavery 
and tho npijrossion of tho slave nowor wa* 
circulated to tho antent of more tbnn hall' n 
million copio*. 


In tho Thirty-fifth congress Mr. Colfax 


was made chairman of tho committee on 
postof'.ices und postroads, which place he 
continued to occupy until his election Dec, 
7, ibKJ, as speaker of

in 1865. and again in 1SC7.
